THE DEMOCRATIC POUCT. 


The DcmocraU in Congresa are mak- 


ing a fight over the repeal of the United 
States statute* which empower the use 
of the army to maintain the peace at 
clectiopn. During *ho dcbato in the 
HDUHO an attempt was made by the Itc- 
publicanx to introduce a provision also 
forbidding the assembling of armed men 
of any kind eitherat election polta or at 
political mcctlngn. This was leveled 
at Southern rifle clubs, white Icasucra 
and bull-dozer* who have been keeping 
the blackt from the polls and preventing 
them and their white llepublican friends 
from holdinj; meeting* for the diiicussion 
of political Hubjecto. This aifasure 
was not a part of tho Democratic pro- 
gritminv, but rather in opposition to it, 
and wi Congressman Springer, of this 
»tati', who had charge of matters in the 
Uouie, ruled it out of order. 


When the bill went to the Senate no 


one doubted but the Democrats of that 
body would let such an amendment in. 
What tlicy would do will, it afterwards 
no one could tell. 
Hut it flccina the 


•Senate Democracy is off the same piece 
with the Hou^c Democracy. Word lias 
been given out lliat no amendment will 
be allowed. 
The bill must go through 


the Senate in just the name shape ao it 
wont through the other branch. Then, 
if the I'rrxidcnt nlinll decide to veto it, 
"on the ;!0th of June," according to 
Chalmers, of Misnisxippi, "the army 
dic»." 


What a fine spectacle is this for the 


country. The government must do 
nothing to protect the legal voter in his 
right to east a ballot for government, 
iiffircrs, but those who desire to prevent 
the legal voter from exercising his 
rights must nut be interfered with. 
The power to protect shall be taken 
away. The power of tho bull-dozen, 
white leaguers and rifle clubs to preu'nt 
shall be continued. This in the Demo- 
cratic idea of justice, and unless it is 
ac<|uicnr«Ml in thn 1 nitcd States army 
mutt die. 
Very well, let it die. 
If 


the Di'mociulie members of Congress 
from tlic states ol Terns ami Oregon 
prefer a continuation of Southern Imll- 
ilnziiig and election outrages to the pro- 
tect inn of tlii'ir nii'naced frontiers, they 
can Imve their rln.icc.
